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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 24 now depends from a different independent claim and requires further consideration. Claim 24 also 
contains the phrase, "the cavity" which has no antecedent basis in claim 25, from which it depends. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that element 31 8 of Ahern et 
al. does not extend across the cavity and contact the opposing inner side wall of the second cavity. The examiner disagrees. Element 318 
of figure 12 clearly extends across the cavity (any one side to the opposing side) and contacts the opposing inner side wall of the second 
cavity and leaves only a small area open to the passage of smoke. Claim 25, while independent, includes many of the same feautres of 
claim 1 , and as such the rejection of the features in claim 1 is not repeated in the interest of brievity. If the applicant believes that features 
of claim 25 have not been addressed, the features at issues should be indicated. Regarding the combination of Labarre and Schut et al., 
the examiner provided reasons for combining which the applicant has not responeded to. . 
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
